Karly Friday morning, from a cell 
in the state prison at Milledgeville, 
Mell M. Gore, condemned murderer,

_ sickening and sinster shadow of the 
electric chair in which near the hour 
of noon he will expiate with his life 
for his crime against the laws of his 
fellow men. Last minute efforts by 
attorneys to obtain a stay of execution 
from Governor Clifford Walker fail- 
ed as well ae final efforts to obtain 
intervention of writs from the state 
supreme court. 

As the hour of noon Friday ap- 
proaches, the youth who took part in 
the slaying of W. H. Cheek, Buckhead 
grocer, will prepare to sit in the grim 
chair which will snuff out his life. 

Confidence deserted Gore on the eve 
of his execution, as the inexorable 
clock ticked the seconds from his 
earthly existence.

Gore was a member of a band of 
three which appeared suddenly Christ- 
mas eve night, 1925, in front of the 
grocery store of W. H. Cheek, at 
Ruckhead. Two of the men entered 
the store and at the point of pistols 
attempted to rob the merchant. When 
(Cheek hesitated to throw up 
hands one of the men fired and killed 
him. Gore was arrested as were 
Theodore Berry and Ruby Ray, a 
Fulton county girl. They stated that 
the fatal shot was fired by Jack Wil- 
von, who is still at large. Gore was 
convicted and sentenced to be exe- 
euted, Berry, who drove the automo- 
bile, was given a life sentence, while 
Ruby Ray was convicted as an acces- 
sory before the fact and sentenced to 
10 years in the state prison.

U. S. Secret Service De- 


clares Rector and Par- 
ker Are Wanted as No- 


torious Counterfeiters. 


Disclosure that Ray Rector and 
Richard Parker, held in Fulton tower 
following their capture by city de- 
tectives recently in possession of a 
manual on burglary and paraphernalia 
for changing automobile numbers, are 
wanted in Cincinnati, Ohio, and 
Huntington, W. Va., on counterfeit- 
ing .harges was made Thursday by 
secret service operatives here, follow- 
ing an exhaustive investigation into 
the activities of the pair. 

As a result of their examination 
into the career of Rector and Par- 
ker, secret service operatives termed 
the two men as a pair of the “most 
notorious crooks in America today— 
safe blowers, thieves, automobile 
thieves, liquor runners and counter- 
feiters.” - 

George H. Broadnax, operative in 
charge of the Atlanta district of the 
secret service, returned Thursday 
from Jacksonville, where he caused 
the irrest of a young woman, Rector’s 
wife, who is alleged to have been 
used as a “cover up” for the two 
men’s activities. Mrs. Rector was 
sent to Cincinnati. 

Rector, whose aliases are said to 
be F. R. Rector and Frank Ramsey, 
and s’arker, whose aliases are given 
as Richard Atkins, James HK. Cobb 
and George Anderson, will be. prose- 
cuted in Cincinnati by the federal 
government for having in their pos- 
session and passing counterfeit 25- 
cent coins, and will also be prose- 
cuted in Washington, D. C., for hav- 


ing in thetr possession the parapher<

Society’s Debt Paid 


RULES DEFEAT PAROLE AFTER 36 YEARS 


Old Sam Needs Friend 


BY BEN COOPER. 

His debt te society paid by 36 long, 
patient years as an inmate of two 
prisons, Sam Moore this morning at 
Atlanta penitentiary is going about 
the only tasks his bent and enfeebled 
body will permit him, shiniag shoes 
and making himself as useful as his 
condition will permit. His freedom 
has been denied him, although he has 
been paroled, because in all the 118,- 
000,000 inhabitants of this great na- 
tion, not one caa the aged negro claim 
as his “first friend.” 

Inexorably the iron rules and regu- 
lations of the federal prison bar him 
from the clean sunshine, the fresh air 
of open -ields, quiet nooks along shady 
streams, even as for 36 years the-steel 
of strong bars and walls of concrete 
have confined him to the limits of 
the prison cell, corridors and yard. 
Warden Snook, before he can unlock 
for the last time the little cell—the 
only home Sam knows—and swing 


wide the portals of the “big house”: 


he must have the assurance of a “first 
friend” that he will assume responsi- 
bility for the declining years of the 
white-haired, stooped negro. 
Thirty-six years ago, when he was 
31, Sam Moore took the life of a fel- 
low prisoner in a jail in the Distriet 
of Columbia. Following his convyie- 
tion he was sent to the New York 
State prison at Albany to start his 


penal servitude, for this was during a 
period in history when federal pris- 
oners were sent to state prisons, 

Twelve years later, with the opening 
of the federal penitentiary at Atlanta, 
Sam Moore walked through its gates 
and received the humber 22. Now for 
24 years No. 22 has been paying, pay- 
ing, paytog, expiating with his hands 
a erime which has probably become 
dim with the years. 

Following the granting of a parole 
by the prison board, the attorney gen- 
eral of the United States approved the 
board's action and Warden Suook re- 
ceived. word that No. 22 could be sent 
from the penitentiary a free man, with 
only the condition imposed that he 
must report to the government at in- 
tervals. 

Still this morning Sam Moore is 
paying and waiting. Paying beyond 
the satisfaction demanded, waiting for 
someone from somewhere to tell War- 
den Snook that Sam has a “first 
friend,” one who will, without words, 
tel] Sam that not in vain has he paid 
with the long years of his life, not in 
vain has he wiped for all time from 
the federal records his debt. 

And when that “first friead” leads 
Sam from the penitentiary, out from 
under the grim shadows of the prison 
will arise hope which unconsciously 
will straighten the bent form and of- 
fer to the aged penitent a few years’ 
lease on life in a woader country with 
the marvels of an age little known 
and dreamed by Sam.

The movemeat of the ships coin- 
cides with the transfer of large forces 
of marines from Shanghai to Tien- 
tsin, which has been picked as a con- 
centration point for American resi- 
dents of China in case of disturbances. 

Four destroyers are tacluded -n the 
group, che Paul Jones, the Noa, the 
William B. Preston and the Pruitt. 
They left Shanghai May 31. 

The airplane tender Jason alsv* has 
left Shangha: for northern Chinese 
waters and the mine sweeper Bittern 
and the oil tanker Pecos are en route 
to the «« uecentration point. 

Whether any of the vessels carried 
-the marine force being transferred. to 
Titen-tsin for emergency use was not 
disclosed. 

Naval movements given out today 
also had the gunboat yacht General 
Alava leaving Chefoo for Tsing-toa 
May 31 and the destroger Truxton 
departing yesterday from Shanghai for 
a trip up the Yangtze. 

The river Gunboat Guam. one of 
six built by the Kiagnan Dock & Ha- 
gineering Works at Shanghai for the 
United States navy. was launched at 
Shanghai on May 29. The Tutuila 
is expected to be launched sovun.

F. Scott McBride, general superin 
tendent of the Anti-Saloon league, 
urged an ultimatium to those who 
dislike the dry iaws “to go out im 
the Atlantic ocean, build an island of 
your beer kegs and select Nicholas

BILL IS PROPOSED 
TO CHECK SCHOOL 
BOARD FINANCES 


Council Committee Ap- 
proves Plan for Mayor 
and Council To Pass.on 
All Expenditures. 


All expenditures of the Atlanta 
board of education will be subject to 
approval of the mayor and general 
council if the Georgia legislature pass- 
es a paper to this effect which the 
charter revision committee of council 
Thursday ‘instructed City Attorney 
James L. Mayson to prepare. 

Other provisions of the proposed 
amendment would make the mayor and 
chairman of the school committee of 
council ex-officio members of the 
board, and would abolish the 26 per 
cent minumum appropriation of the 
city’s gross receipts for school pur- 
poses. The mayor would have veto 
power over all matters anticipating 
expenditures, 

Representation on the board was 
left as at present, one member from 
each ward, elected by citizens of that 
ward. 

Councilman A. J. Orme, of the 
eighth ward, lost an effort to abolish 
free text-books in the schools, when 
he was opposed by Alderman Robert 
E. Gann, of the sixth, and received no 
second to a motion designed to end 
furnishing of such books. He declared 
that he was perfectly willing for the 
city to assist individuals who would 
make an “affidavit to the effect that 
they are not able to make such pur- 
chases, but I feel that the city should 
not be called upon to bny for per- 
sons amply able financially toe bear 
this little expense.”

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OF CONFEDERATE CHIEF :: 


Recalled By Texas Woman 


To few still living can June 3 mean 
mote than does this anniversary of 
the birth of President Jefferson Davis 
of the Confederate States of America, 
to Mra, Lizzie Redwood Goode, mother 
of the Confederacy of Texas. 


Mrs. Goode’s memories of the great 
leader of the southern cause during 
the trying days of strife and the 
harder years immediately following 
the end of the war between the states, 
are today as fresh and as beautifully 
sad as though but a few days had in- 
tervened. She recalls, too, a later day, 
in 1887, when she again met and 
talked with the former United States 
senator from Mississippi, the former 
member of the cabinet of the presi- 
dent and the loved president of the 
southern Confederacy. 

A wooden turnstile going into the 
lawn south of the white house in the 
city of Washington in 1855, probably 
is revered by Mrs. Goode more than 
any other memory in connection with 
Jefferson Davis. Here it was that 
she first met the man who but a few 
years Jater was to accept the burden 
of the south’s cause and to win the 
undying leve of the south’s people. 
Here it was that she made the ac- 
quaintance of Jefferson Davis who 
was introduced as “the greatest nian 
in President Pierce's cabinet,” before 
the troublous years to come saddened 
him. 

Pays Her Tribute. 


This true woman of the southern 
Coufederacy, at the age of SS years, 
looks back on the life of this great 
leader and offers her tribute to his 
true southern qualities, his able lead- 
ership and his love for his south to 
which he gave his all. 

Mrs. Goode has written a letter to

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TOLD IN OLD PAPER 
OWNED IN ATLANTA 


Details of the assassination of 
President Abraham Lincoln in Ford's 
theater in Washington by John 
Wilkes Booth, are told on the front 
page of a copy of the New York Her- 
ald now in the possession of Mrs. 
Helen Barnes, 550 Venable street, At- 
lanta. The paper was owned _ for 
many years by John Frederick Fuss, 
father of Mrs. Barnes and ‘grandfather 
of Mrs. R. F. Hudson, 208 Orchard 
street, who brought the paper to The 
Constitution. 

Mr, Fuss formerly worked on The 
Constitution and preserved the copy 
of the newspaper, which is dated Sat- 
urday, April 16, 1865. 

The headline of the “Lincoln Story” 
was in marked contrast to headlines 
of the newspapers of today. The 
story was set in one column and 
a single word, “Important,” headed 
the story. The headline, complete. 
read as follows: “Important—Assas- 
sination of President Lincoln—The 
president shot at the theater last eve- 
ning—Secretary Seward daggered in 
his bed, but not mortally wounded— 
Clarence and Frederick Seward Bad- 
ly Hurt—Eseape of the Assassin—In- 
tense Excitement in Washington—

coln—J. Wilkes Baoth, the actor, the 
alleged assassin of the president— 
ns“ ete., etc.”

Th Way I Feel 


Some two years ago I wrote in this 
column that the youth of Georgia, 
eager for the best possible education, 
F ~ were denied it by 
the old-fogy and 
parsimonious  n 0- 


tions of. their 
“daddies.” 

I pictured most 
of those dads as 
slowbellies imbued 
with the idea 
their own daddies 
that “readin’, writ- 
in’ an’ figerin’” 
comprise a liberal 
education; that 
“book-larnin’” 1s 
no good to a man 
who has tO make 
his living in the 

common run of life and hence their 
opposition to much taxatien for edu- 
cation. 

But now I find that I must with- 
draw that indictment and quash it 
in the face of facts. And I am just 
plumb delighted to do it!” 

Sufficient evidence has been accu- 
mulated before me to indicate that 
our Georgia daddies have somehow 
gotten a new slant on this educational 
problem. They are getting into a 
stronger enthusiasm for more and 
better schools for their children. Men 
and women who are engaged in school 
work im all parts of the state report 
to me that the average Georgia “Pop” 
has changed his tune. Instead ot 
backing on the school breeching now 
he has his neck in the collar and is 
saying out loud with ballots and dol- 
lars that he wants his children to have 
“as good an education as any other 
man’s kids!” 


Nothing Could Be Better. 

That sort of testimony sounds good 
to me. Nothing could be better for 
the state in future years than to 
have that spirit practically universal 
throughout the grand old common- 
wealth. In educational matters 
Georgia has lagged too long; she has 
fallen into a classificatiog, unworthy 
of her in comparison with”her native 
power and her rank among the states 
in other respects. A generation ago 
there were very valid reasons for our 
slowness in building a_ perfectly 
worthy educational system, but those 
reasons of a reconstruction era are no 
longer receivable. Our present ability 
to organize and support as efficient 
a public school system as that of any 
state in the union is obvious and 
incontestable. 

As one travels over many of the 
highways of the state he can see new 
and improved school houses being 
multiplied. Larger legions of chil- 
dren are attending them. And -on 
the inside of many of them in‘ the 
lesser cities one finds teaching equip- 
ments that the average college of my 
youth could not boast. 


All these things are signs of the 
new spirit among the people. They 
are preparing a more intelligent citi- 
zenship, a broader culture, for the 
future Georgia. We have reached a 
day when we know that a well balanc- 
ed education is more than a personal 
ornament; that it is an economic and 
civic accomplishment that every nor- 
mal citizen should possess, . 


What Is Back of It All? 


In a historical work published 60 
years ago, lying open before me, 1 
read this comment upon éur state: 

“The progress of this colony was 
for many years Very slow; the people 
manifesting that indolence and indif- 
ference which is still too prominent 
a characteristic of Georgians.” 

Now, when I look and listen among 
our people and apprehend a virile 
alertness to a new age and a com- 
pelling obligation to comparative prog- 
ress in the arts of civilization, I ask 
myself “what is back of it all?’ 

I may be far astray in my con- 
clusion, but I cannot resist the belief 
that the new spirit of duty and pride 
has been imported into our public 
sentiment by our Georgia women. 


For 185 years Georgia men had 
“manifested that indolence and indif- 


ference”—“too prominent a character- 
istic of Georgians,” only occasionally 
showing spasms of interest in the “ad- 
vancing age.” But when woman suf- 
frage came suddenly and unsought up- 
on us, and our mothers and wives 
awoke slowly to the péwers and duties 
of full citizenship, with all its re- 
sponsibilities and possibilities, “Old 
Georgia” died on the home doorsteps 
as our women passed out to the polls! 

The day of “indolence and indif- 
ference” in Georgia is over. Its lazy 
sun has set forever. We are in the 
dawn of nu new cycle of vigilance and 
diligence !

A SERIES OF LESSONS ON FOOD 
COMBINATIONS. 
(Good Protein Combinations) 

As I explained in my last article, 
protein food, such as meat, fish, eggs, 
etc., cannot digest as well if used at 
the same time that starchy foods are 
used, 

Protein is not digested at all in 
the human mouth any more than with 
a dog or other carnivorous animal. 
It is advisable to masticate meat 
well, because the taste is agreeable 
and the digestive juices of the’ stom- 
ach are thereby stimulated. 

As protein food enters the stomach 
it begins to mix with the gastric 
juice, which is especially prepared by 
nature to take care of this class of 
food only. Starches cannot be digest- 
ed in the stomach, and if used at the 
same meal only interfere with the 
digestion of the meat, fish or other 


proteins. The starches, such as beans

Buying Industrials. 

Industrial shares such as Steel com- 
mon, General Motors, Smelters, Gen- 
eral Electric, Allied Chemical, are be- 
ing bought either for the existing in- 
come return or in anticipation of in- 
creased or extra dividends which will 
increase the income return; never- 
theless, despite the continued activity 
in some industrial shares we are now 
in a railroad market with railway 
shares for the first time since before 
the war the leaders of the market. 
Ruilroad shares have resumed their 
leadership of the market because more 
of a constructive stock market na- 
ture is going on in rails today than 
in any other group of stocks. If the 
upward price movement now under 
way in the rails had been based on 
speculation instead of constructive 
stock market developments a sharp if 
not serious reaction would have oc- 
curred in these shares long ago.

Tue drouth in western Texas, excepting 
in a few counties along the Red river, has 
not beeu broken and heavy rains again fell 
in the Mississippi valley and in Arkansas 
and Okla a. -In some sections these rains 
will be beneficial, in others they are detri- 
meatal, depending on the time at which the 
cotton was planted. In other words, the 
Mississipp! valley, Arkansas and Oklahoma 
have such an irregular star: so far as plant- 
ing is concerned, that even plantations next 
to each other want different kinds of 
weather, depending upon the date on which 
the planters were fortunate enough to get 
their cotton to a stand.

MYSTERY MURDER

Fall River, Mass.. June 2.—(>)— 


Miss Lisbeth A. Borden, acquitted of 
the murder of her father and mother 
in 1891 after one of the most cele- 
brated murder trials in New England. 
died at her home herg last night. 

Miss Borden underwent an opera- 
tion about a year ago and never fully 
recovered. 

The bodies of her father and mother 
were discovered in their home here 
August 4, 1893. ‘They had been hack- 
ed to death with an axe. 

Andrew J. Borden owned much val- 
uable rea] estate in this city. In the 
forenoon of August 4, 1892, his daugh- 
ter rushed into the home of a woman 
neighbor and told her that she had 
found her father dead in the living 
room. 

The neighbor returned with her and 
saw the body, then went upstairs and 
found the body of Mrs. Borden. 

The state sought to show that in 
view of the fact that Mrs. Borden 
was her stepmother she feared that 
she would not get a liberal share of 
her father’s estate on his death. 

In her own defense Miss Borden 
insisted that she was not in the house 
at the time of the murders. Emma 
Borden stood by her sister staunchly 
and insisted that she could have had 
no possible motive. The case lapsed 
into an unsolved mystery, 


CHICAGO SANITARY 
CASE NEARS CLOS 


Washington, June 2.—(#)—The 
Chicago sanitary district today con- 
cluded the presentation of its case 
before Charles E. Hughes, special 
master for the supreme court, in the 
suit to restrain it from withdrawing 
water from Lake Michigan. The 
states of Louisiana, Missouri, Arkan- 
sas, Mississippi, Kentucky and Ten- 
nessee, appearing as intervening de- 
fendants, also pleaded for continuance 
of the present. diversion to maintain 
and promote Great Lakes to Gulf 
navigation. i 

James M. Beck, former United 
States solicitor general, upheld the 
constitutionality of Secretary Weeks’ 
executive order of March 3, 1920, per- 
mitting the water diversion and al- 
leged that the whole question was one 
for congressional and not judicial ac- 
tion.
